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There are always things that you want to 
remember and things that you would rather forget. 
Some things are best left forgotten. Other things 
should be recorded so that they can serve as a lesson 
or maybe a reminder that nothing or no one is perfect. 
People usually remember the things that have had the 
most effect on their lives. Some people may 
remember world events of 1972: the winding down of 
the war in Viet Nam, Nixon’s trip to China, the 
elections of 1972, the conflict over 18-year-olds get- 
ting adult rights, as well as local and school events. 
Other people may only remember overcrowded halls, 
boring classes, the lack of school spirit, time wasted in 
the commons— or study hall, and the fun of getting 
drunk on weekends. 

Some people may remember 1972 as a year of 
questioning the truth of what was given them by the 
government and the press; both seemed to be 
presenting only what they wanted the people to 
believe.

Liability and pollu- 
tion were the main reasons— and the in- 
cinerator continued to burn daily. SPACE 
students did their best for pollution by their 
treatment of the commons. 

“I’m so mad I vill bust!" and “Ah's quittin' Ah 
is!” are two memorable lines from an equally 
memorable play, “Peck’s Bad Boy" presented 
November 11 and 12. 

It was the climax of hours of hard work too as 
seven musicians earned the right to represent 
North Scott in the Iowa All State Convention 
during Thanksgiving vacation. Football season 
came to a close and our Big Red machine 
earned 3rd place in the conference and a 5-3-1 
season record. 

By December everyone was aware that Presi- 
dent Nixon was planning to visit Red China in 
the spring. And ever since the table tennis team 
had traveled there earlier in the year, ping pong 
had gotten a lot of publicity. We at N.S. catch on 
fast for our first table tennis tournament was 
under way. Our future diplomats were getting in 
shape too, as SADONS hosted the NS Speech 
Invitational. 

The Christmas season means many things: 
shopping, parties, packages, goodwill, and 
more parties. The Spanish Club held its 
traditional Mexican Pinata Party and the 
National Honor Society spread a little goodwill 
as they bestowed songs and cookies on elderly 
people in the country. The music department 
presented a Christmas concert featuring “It's 
the Lord’s Thing", a folk musical, and the 
student congress contributed to the Christmas 
spirit by decorating the hall. However, the 
“Christmas Spirit" got a little carried away at the 
Christmas aud sponsored by the Student 
Congress when members of our student body 
displayed rudeness. Unfortunately this 
happened several times earlier in the year at 
auds when the rowdiness could not be blamed 
on "the Christmas Spirit.” 

January and February have been described 
as slow, boring months.

All were overcome 
by Friday night, March 10 as “Joy to the World" 
began at 8 p.m. 

The busy schedule of music activities didn’t 
let up much. The Swing Show was invited by 
WOC to perform on television and a choral aud 
was presented to the high school. The band 
presented the second concert of the year and 
the entire music department began 
preparations for the State Solo and Ensemble 
Contest in April. 

The metals class finished their mass produc- 
tion and were obliged to sell their products. 
Nice mice for sale! 

Track season began and it was traveling time 
for a number of organizations, too. Our FBLA 
attended a competition at Cedar Falls for 
business skills, a first for them, and our United 
Nations delegation traveled to the same town 
for a mock United Nations. The delegation 
applied for and got war-torn Ireland as their 
country. Often referred to as “England’s Viet 
Nam." Ireland was in the news frequently during 
the year. 

1972-election year. As presidential hopefuls 
prepared for their important primaries, can- 
didates for class offices circulated the petitions. 
Last year nomination and ballot vote was used, 
but it was decided that using petitions was a 
better method. This was an administration 
decision— it didn’t seem to make much 
difference to the students.

It was May already and in a few short weeks it 
would be the end of another school year. Those

John Dewey, thought by many to be America's most foremost philosopher, was 
born in Burlington, Vermont in 1859 and died in 1952. He was educated in public 
schools and graduated from Vermont University. Dewey taught school for two years, 
then entered John Hopkins University to do graduate work. After receiving his Ph.D., he 
taught philosophy at Michigan and Minnesota Universities. In 1894 Dewey was invited 
to the University of Chicago to become head of combined departments of philosophy, 
psychology, and phenology. At the University of Chicago he established an 
experimental elementary school known as "The Laboratory School.” This school gave 
him the chance to observe children firsthand in classroom situations. On these 
observations Dewey developed educational theories that inspired the "progressive 
education movement." Dewey wrote several works on education, such as THE 
SCHOOL AND SOCIETY, and THE CHILD AND THE CURRICULUM. In all his works. 
Dewey argued for greater emphasis upon the needs and interests of the students, and 
less upon formal subject matter. He insisted that there should be close relationship 
between school experiences and life outside of school. He maintained that the primary 
aim of education is to train students to think through problematic situations, not to 
memorize isolated facts or formulas. 

Because he was honest enough to realize that the educational system was not 
adequate and because he was the first to try to do something to change it, plus his 
many other qualities, we have decided to dedicate this part of the Shield to John 
Dewey.

Horace Greeley, born in 1 81 1 , was the most famous journalist in American History. 
He was interested in the press almost all of his life — when he was fourteen years old, he 
got a job as an apprentice for the Northern Spectator and later worked for papers in 
Jamestown, Lodi, in New York, and Erie. When he was twenty he went to New York and 
worked as a typesetter and job printer for three years. IN 1834 he founded the New 
Yorker as a weekly literary and news journal. In 1838 he turned to editorializing for the 
Jeffersonian, which was a Whig campaign weekly. In 1841 he founded the Tribune— the 
first daily penny paper of Whig opinion. Greeley soon became the owner of a very 
successful journalism business. He believed in giving an honest presentation of the 
facts and opinions in his stories, and worked hard to make sure the truth was told. He 
gives those people in journalism an example to follow in giving an exciting, but honest 
presentation.

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Though foreign born, in Dunfermline, Scotland, Andrew Carnegie became an 
American success story as an industrialist and philanthropist. In 1848, his family 
settled in Alegheny, Pittsburgh. At the age of 12 he earned $1 .20 a week as a bobbin 
boy and later became secretary to the Pennsylvania Railroad's Pittsburgh division. 
Later he became superintendent and financier and from his earnings bought interest 
in a sleeping car company. The stock increased greatly in value when the railroads 
adopted sleeping cars bringing Carnegie a great deal of money. During the war he 
took charge of the eastern military railroads and telegraph lines for the government 
and foresaw that iron bridges would become popular. So he founded the Keystone 
Bridge Works. This business led to the founding of the iron and steel works which 
brought him a huge fortune. In 1899, Carnegie consolidated many steel works 
around Pittsburgh and two years later was transferred to the United Steel 
Corporation and retired. Carnegie believed in distributing his wealth in the public 
interest. This led to the establishing of the Carnegie public libraries. Most of his 
fortune went to educational and scientific institutions. Carnegie died at 
“Shadowbrooke", his summer home in Lenox, Mass., at the age of 83 leaving a third 
of a billion dollars which was given away to public interest.

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Igor Stravinsky, a famous leading modern composer, was born on June 17, 1882 
in Oranienbaum, near St. Petersburg, Russia. He was brought up in a musical 
environment, with his father being an opera singer. He began composing without aid of 
formal instruction and was already in his 20's when he had his first lessons with 
Rimsky-Korsakov. It was under this influence that Stravinsky became interested in 
Russian musical folklore. His first important work was for Diaghilev, a famous Russian 
ballet empressario, for whom he wrote THE FIREBIRD and a ballet PETRUSKA Before 
W. W. 1. Stravinsky left Russia and stayed in France until 1936, then came to America 
and became a citizen on December 28. 1945, and gradually abandoned Russian 
Folklore. Russian motives are still present in HISTORY OF A SOLDIER, written during 
W. W. 1, and LES NOCES. Some of his later works, such as PIANO CONCERTO, and 
particularly the modern cantata— A SYMPHONY OF PSALMS show a tendency toward 
classical and religious music. During the same period, Stravinsky wrote scores based 
on the themes of Pergolesi and Tchaikovsky. The score of his SYMPHONY IN THREE 
MOVEMENTS is a synthesis of his neoclassical manner and revolutionary style 
Stravinsky has had a great influence on contemporary music. Young composers in 
America, especially, follow the new paths opened by Stravinsky's novel use of classical 
techniques.

She 
became queen after her father, King George VI, died. She married the handsome 
Prince Philip of Greece. A Queenly choice. Her children: Charles, Anne, Andrew 
and Edward complete the Royal Family. Like traditions in our own country during 
1971-2, the Queen, her family and her court, has been under close scrutinization 
as to its relative position and necessity in the society. 

We chose Elizabeth II to stand for tradition of royalty at North Scott because 
we believe, like Tevee in FIDDLER ON THE ROOF, “Life without tradition is as 
shakey as a fiddler on the roof!”
